An  Act  to  provide  for  the  cultivation  of  certain  areas  by  means  of 
tractors  bty  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  ‘[Punjab],  and

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows : — 

1.  (I)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  East  Punjab  Trac- 

tor Cultivation  (Recovery  of  Charges)  Act,  1949.

A cultivator  whose  land  has  been  brought  under  payment  is  to  be 
tractor  cultivation  shall,  within  one  month  or  such  further  made, 
time  as  may  be  allowed  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the 
notice  of  demand  under  section  5,  deposit  in  the  prescribed 
manner  the  amount  specified  in  tbat  notice  or  in  such 
other  manner  and  in  such  instalments  as  may  be  allowed 
in  this  behalf]. 

7.  If  any  cultivator  fails  to  make  payment  as  speci-  R=y  °J ue°u‘; 
fied  in  section  6,  the  sum  due  from  him  shall  be  recover-  arrears  of  a land
